ENGLAND ANXIOUS

BERLIN, Oct. 12.—A

Che Foo to the effect that the Japanese 
have occupied Mu San Pho, and that an 
oflieial declaration of war is expected. 


Tho relations between Japan and Rus- 


sia have reached a crisis, according to 
the official view here. The exact na- 
ture of the diplomatic exchanges be- 
tween 
the 
two 
governments 
that 


brought out tho present tension appear 
to be unknown at the legations of the 
two countries here or nt the German le- 
ktioiiH at St. Petersburg and Tokio, al- 
though it is understood that Great Brit- 
ain is privy to Japan's movements. 


WITHOUT ANY ADVICE. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The foreign office 


says it has no confirmation of tho re- 
ports of Japaucsu military movements 
at Ma San Pho. 


Japan has a special settlement, cov- 


ering COO acres at Chapokpo near Ma 
San Pho granted to her hy C'orea in 
November, 1001 as an offset to the set- 
tlement at 
Mu San Vho previously 


granted to Russia by Corea. 


NO NEWS OF OVERT ACT. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Aside from 


fxtunsivc military preparations by both 
nations the Japanese legation here is 
not advised that either Russia or Japan 
has as yet, committed nny act of war. 
Tho Japanese minister is being kept con- 
stantly advised by cablogvums from To- 
kio of the situation and milling its 
gravity, he is moving wttli grout cau- 
tion. Tho negotiations between Kussia 
and Japan according to his advices arc 
still in progress and there is hope of a 
diplomatic settlement of the questions 
nt issue. The minister today authorized 
fiio Associated Press to niaico the fol- 
lowing statement: 


NOT ALL WANT WAR. 


His attention having been called to a 


certain unauthorized statement attrib- 
uted to him thut tho public utterances 
of the Japanese people are all ia favor 
of wur with Russia Mr. Kogoi-c Tfihn- 
hlra, the Japanese minister, states that 
•while there is HOIIIO disquiet duo to tho 
unsettled state of affairs, which has ex- 
isted so long in the far oust, it scorns 
that it has been aggravated more re- 
cently by the unfounded rumors regard- 
ing 'military and naval movements in 
curtain mmrtors, but in his judgment, 
the intelligent section of the Japanese 
public has been generally calm and col- 
lected up to the nrcMi-nt juncture, as 
they know that the matter has boon 
for'soino time in the hands of responsi- 
ble parties of Jr.pai: and 
Russia and 


that they have been negotiating with u 
view to arriving at an understanding 
between them. 


For his own part, Mr. Taknliira said, 


he hopes for the. best because the situa- 
tion is not without indication so fnr 
Ihnt tho Russian government if oandid- 
]y disposed for a settlement of the ques- 
tion with Japan and therefore so Ion? 
ns the negotiations are proceeding with 
reasonable prospect of a result honor- 
able to Japan there is no reason to bo 
ovr anxious now. 


"This is," said the minister, "nil that 


I can say at this moment." 


Tho. representative of 
this govern- 


ment in tho capitals of Russia, Japan 
and China lave not advised the state 
department regarding recent 
develop- 


ments and rumors of war over Manchur- 
ia. 


MAKES ENGLAND ANXIOUS. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—In spite of tho re- 


assuring statements of the foreign of- 
fuv disroditing tho statement that hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan are 
imminent, the hysteriou-t movements of 
tho Russian and Japanese fleets, and tho 
excited state of public opinion in Japan 
are beginning to cause disquiet in Groat 
lirilain which, by reason of her nllinnco 
with Japan is so intimately concerned 
in any action which the latter may take 
in the far cast. Only the most sangu- 
ine persons believe that in the event of 
hostilities they could be kept within the 
limits which would free Great Britain 
from lior obligation to support her Jap- 
anese ally. Even Baron Hnyaspi, who 
heretofore has ridiculed all suggestions 
of wax is not so optimistic today. In- 
directly 
he admits the possibility of 


war by expressing the hope that in the 
event of a crisis Japan will have the ac- 
tive sympathy of her ally, Great. Brit- 
ain. 


Deprecating tho rumors of a Japanese 


ultimatum to Russia, 
Baron Hayaspi, 


the Japanese minister to Great Britain, 
in nil Interview today said ho had no in- 
formation of such a character, adding 
that had Japan taken this action "The 
Anglo-Japanese treaty •would have ne- 
cessitated my being immediately noti- 
fied," so that he might inform the Brit- 
ish government.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 12.—Signifi- 


cance is attached here to tho fact that 
Tho OfTioial Messenger and tho Journal 
Do St. Petersburg print the Berlin Lo- 
kal Anzeiger's dispatch relating to tho 
movement of the Russian fleet and the 
possible coincident landing of Russian 
and Japanese troops in different parts 
of Coroa.

the village carrying everything before 
it. Houses, barns, fences and live stock 
were swept down the 
current. 
Only 


timely warnings prevented a tremendous 


loss of life. 


PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 13.—Tho peo- 


ple of this unfortunate city are begin- 


ning to realize the extent of the great 
flood which began' last Friday. Nearly 
two entire wards, taking in the manu- 
facturing section, have been under wa- 
ter since that day. This morning thous- 
ands of men, women and children em- 
ployed in different mills and factories 
found they could not go to work on ac- 
count of those places being shut down. 
A great.many.pi.these people have also 
been driven from their homes and have 
neither food nor shelter. The heaviest 
damage in Patcrson was to the manu- 
facturers. 
At present' it is impossible 


to give an accurate idea of the total 
loss but 'conservative 
estimates 
are 


about two millions. 


The police and firemen have been stea- 


dily engaged since Saturday morning 
in the work of rescuing families from 
the upper floors or the roofs of their 
houses, in the flooded districts and the 
work is still going on. 


Today the wctpr continued to fall 


and there did not seem to be any chance 
of further damage being done unless 
another severe storm should set 
in. 


There are "till many blocks under wutcr 
and an examination of the flooded dis- 
tricts cannot be made until the water 
disappears. The health.authorities have 
a difficult task before them in devising 
means to prevent nn epidemic of sick- 
ness in the flooded territory. The peo- 
ple who were forced 
to 
leave 
their 


homos will not be allowed to return un- 
til the districts are In a sanitary con- 
dition. 


The water in the streets is said to 


bo foiling and the danger is now said 
to bo over, 


Boats are being provided to take tho 


people in some districts 
from 
their 


homes. 


There are now about GOO people hous- 


ed in tho Armory and from present ap- 
pearances the}- will have to remain for 
the rest of the weel^ at least. A pub- 
lic school is also being used as a shot' 
tering place. 
A relief fund has been 


started by the manufacturers. 


$2,000,000 LOSS HERE ALSO. 


TASSATC, N. J., Oct. 12.—The flood 


conditions in this city and vicinity, were 
considerably improved today. 
Tiic high 


water mark at the Dundee dam which 
was Ol'/j inches at midnight had fallen 
two feet today. All danger of a break 
nt the dam is now thought to be past. 
Wallington is still under water and sev- 
eral hundred persons are still taking 
refuge in the public schools. 
Four or 


five hundred residents 
of 
WalllT.gton 


are being sheltered in the town hall 
and school buildings at Pnssaic. 


The total loss from the flood in this 


city is estimated at about $2,000,000 
without ar.y insurance. This docs not 
include the loss to workmen who are 
thrown out of employment temporarily 
or the loss sustained by manufacturers 
by the interruption to business. Nearly 
every mill is closed. 


At Duttonvillo, fifty or more houses 


were washed from their foundations and 
many overturned and wrecked.

against 14% Saturday's close. The op- 
ening sales of steel preferred •itos 
a 


block of 3,000 shares at 50. Then .in 
lots of 200 to 800 shares it fell to 58%. 
Some support was shown in the next lot 
of ;',000 shares at 5'J but soon after the 
stock 
receded 
once more and by the 


end of the first half hour, was selling at 
58% which is a point below Saturday's 
close. 


Trading in steel stocks was very gen- 


eral and it was impossible to 
learn 


how much of it represented liquidation 
and how much short selling.

"My understanding," said • Sir. Coo- 


per, "is the Be'cretary 0} the navy and 
Admiral Taylor's commission desire an 
appropriation by congress of $250,000 
and that with that money they be al- 
lowed to purchase a sito cm Lake Mich- 
igan within a certain none. I presume 
that. they think in this way they will 
be able to make a better bargain -with 
the owner of tho site desired, whatever 
it be, than if they should indicate in 
advance the particular site which thej 
wish to purchase." 


"The law under -which tie commis- 


sion was appointed provides that they 
.shall make a choice of sites and report 
on it. 
Up to this time, however, BO 


such choice has been made public. On 
my return to Washington I shall endea- 
vor to ascertain the exact situation." 


The site suggested by the board em- 


braces the city of Muskegon on 
tho 


Michigan side and Milwaukee on the 
Wisconsin side. 
Secretary Moody will 


submit the report to congress with the 
recommendation that $250,000 
be ap-

Phillip Heck, born and reared in Ra- 


cine, and for many years a business man 
icre, died at 4:30 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon at his 
home, 235 Sixteenth 


street, Milwaukee, of liver trouble, aged 
47 years. He was surrounded 
by his 


wife and four daughters when he passed 
xwny. It hod been known 
for 
many 


,vecks that, Mr. Heck was dangerously 
11 of cirrhosis .of the liver nnd that lie 
could not recover, but nevertheless his 
demise was sorrowfully learned by his 
josts of Racine friends and relatives'. 


"Phil" Heck, as ho was called, was 


one of the best known men in the state, 
having been engaged in the hotel und 
sample room business most of his life. 
He was born in this city on April 15, 
1850 and when quite young removed with 
his parents to Cliicago, where he receiv- 
>d an education. 
When the great Chi- 


cago fire occurred the grocery store and 
Business of his father went up in smoke 
and having lost everything the family 
returned to this city. 


The first venture, of Phil Heck in busi- 


ness was with August Floiss, They open- 
ed a handsome fiaraplfl room nnd billiard 
hall on Main street, wbere the Zahn dry 
goods atore is ncnv looated, anS it was, 
;he finest place in the city at that time. 
Sixteen years ago ho and 
Mr. Pleiss 


went to Milwaukee, nr.d took possession 
of the Schlitz hotel and he remained 
with Mr. PleJss until a few yeare ago 
when he retired nnd became proprietor 
of the Empire sample rooms «nd after- 
ward proprietor of the Globe hotel, re- 
tiring from the latter on account of foil- 
ng health. He was kno\ni by hundreds 
of the leading Germans of Milwaukee. 


Mr. Heck was married to Miss. Min- 


nie Gioskcn, sister of Frank Gicskcn, of 
this city, Oct. 0, 1SSO, and she with four 
laughters survive him. Arrangements 
will" be made for the funeral today and 
the interment will take place at Forest 
Home cemetery, Jlihvaukec. 


Mr. Heck was a member of the Mil- 
'nnkec Elks and other fraternal organi- 


zations. 


DEMISE OF ARTHUR BURGH. 


Arthur Bureh, one of the best known 


educators of this state, died at his home 
in Milwaukee, yesterday, after H. linger- 
ing illness. Mr. liurch was n native of 
Kenosha county, having been born at 
Salem, September 3, 1354. Attendinf? thn 
district school he advanced rapidly nnd 
went through the High school and then 
Ripon college.

In addition 


to being teacher, principal and assistant 
of the Milwaukee schools, bo was at ono 
time elected prlsident and chairman of 
the state board of visitors to the state 
normal school at Plattevillc. He was 
an enthusiastic football nnd 
baseball 


supporter and very popular with 
the 


hundreds of pupils who cnrae under his 
charge. He was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. 
A wife a.nd children 


survive. 
The funeral will take place 


at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon from his 
late home and the interment will take 
place at Forest Home cemetery. 


MILK SUPPLY NOT CAUSE 


Milk, sold to people in the southwest- 


ern and north part of the city, and sup- 
posed to have been the cause of the 
typhoid fever epidemic, did not produce 
the trouble. 


It will bo remembered that samples of 


the milk were taken to Milwaukee, at 
the suggestion of the board of health, 
and placed in the hands of the 
city 


chemist for .examination. Not only did 
tho chemist analyze the milk, but he in- 
jected it into the veins of guinea pigs 
and other animals but there were no ill 
effects, and the chemist reports that 
there are no typhoid fever germs in the 
milk. 


This will be a great source of satis- 


faction to the dealer vof the milk and 
also to the many families who bought 
the same. Up to date there have been 
few additional cases of fever and with 
the advent of cold weather the disease 
is expected to die out.

Careful consideration 
has boon given to the questions involved 
and the conclusion ranched, that in the 
end the legislature will oblige through 
law all municipal corporations in the 
state to adopt tlie general charter. To 
this purpose therefore, says the commit- 
tee a revision of the general charter 
should be had that the needs ol cities 
of the third class be belter mot. This 
can be better accomplished by the cities 
most concerned (tending representatives 
to represent them in a convention for 
that purpose, rather than by the other 
expedient of asking the legislature to 
appoint a committee who shall do the

Commissioner Thomas 
said yesterday that the investigation 
would'bo prosecuted against every rail- 
road having lines in Wisconsin, but that 
tho St. Paul work would be finished be- 
fore nny other was taken up. The state 
of Wisconsin Ins made ample appropria- 
tion for the investigation, which Com- 
missioner Thomas sn.id would be thor- 
ough. 


Under the laws of the state railroad 


companies are compelled to pay in taxes 
n stun equal to 4 per cent on their gross 
earnings and nrc also prohibited from 
discrimination and payment of rebates.

That re- 
bates have been paid is emphatically de- 
nied.

NO NEWS OF OVERT ACT. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Aside from 


extensive military preparations by both 
nations the Japanese legation here is 
not advised that either Russia or Japan 
has as yet, committed any act of war. 
The Japanese minister is being kept con- 
stantly advised by cablegrams from To- 
kio of the situation and realizing its 
gravity, he is moving with great cau- 
tion. The negotiations, between Russia 
and Japan according to his advices arc 
still in progress and there is hope of a 
diplomatic settlement of the questions 
at issue. The minister today authorized 
flie Associated Press to make the fol- 
lowing statement: 


NOT ALL WANT WAR. 


His attention having been called to a 


certain unauthorized statement attrib- 
uted to him that the public utterances 
of the Japanese people are all in favor 
o? war with Russia Mr. Kogore Taha- 
hira, the Japanese minister, states that 
while there is some disquiet due to the 
unsettled state of affairs, which has ex- 
isted 30 long in the far cast, it seems 
that it has been aggravated more re- 
cently by the unfounded rumors regard- 
ing military and naval movements in 
certain quarters, but in his judgment, 
the intelligent section of the Japanese 
public has been generally ctilm and col- 
lected up to the present juncture, as 
they know that the matter has been 
for some time in the hands of responsi- 
ble parties of Japan 
and 
Russia and 


that they have been negotiating with a 
view to arriving at an understanding 
between them. 


For his own part, Mr. Taknhira said, 


he hopes for the best because the situa- 
tion is not without indication so fnr 
that the Russian government is candid- 
ly disposed for a settlement of the ques- 
tion with Japan and therefore so long 
ns the negotiations axe proceeding with 
reasonable prospect of a result honor- 
able to Japan there is no reason to be 
ovrr anxious now. 


"This is," said the minister, "all that 


I can say at this moment." 


The representatives of 
this govern- 


ment in the capitals of Russia, Japan 
and China have not advised the state 
department regarding recent 
develop- 


ments and rumors of war over Manchur- 
ia. 


MAKES ENGLAND ANXIOUS. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—In spite of the re- 


assuring statements of the foreign of- 
fice disrcditing the statement that hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan are 
imminent, the hysterious movements of 
the Russian and Japanese fleets, andtho 
excited state of public opinion in Japan 
are beginning to cause disquiet in Great 
Britain which, by reason of her alliance 
with Japan is so intimately concerned 
in any notion which the latter may take 
in the far east. Only the most sangu- 
ine persons believe that in the event of 
hostilities they could be kept within the 
limits which would free Great Britain 
from her obligation to support her Jap- 
uncse ally. Even Baron Hayaspi, who 
heretofore has ridiculed all suggestions 
of war is not so optimistic today. In- 
directly 
he admits the possibility of 


TTOT by expressing the hope that in the 
event of a crisis Japan will have the ac- 
tive sympathy of her ally, Great. Brit- 
kin. 


Deprecating the rumors of a Japanese 


ultimatum to Russia, 
Baron Hayaspi, 


the Japanese minister to Great Britain, 
in an interview today said he had no in- 
formation of such n character, adding 
that had Japan taken this action "The 
Anglo-Japanese treaty would have ne- 
cessitated my being immediately noti- 
fied," so that he might inform the Brit- 
ish government. 


IMPORTANCE ATTACHED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 12.—Signifi- 


cance is. attached here to the fact that 
The Official Messenger and the Journal 
De St. Petersburg print the Berlin Lo- 
kal Anzeiger's dispatch relating to the 
movement of the Russian fleet and the 
possible coincident landing of Russian 
and Japanese troops in different parts 
of Corea. Several 
newspapers publish 


reviews of Japan's military and naval 
strength. 


The cancellation of the projected visit 


of the czar to Rome is said to be due to 
the attitude of the Italian socialist press 
and socialist deputies.

The exportations of cabbage from this 


vicinity 
this 
fall

heavy. From fifteen to twenty cars of 
this vegetable are shipped out of Racino 
nightly on the Northwestern and St.

This morning thous- 
ands . of men, women and children em- 
ployed in different mills arid factories 
found they could not go to work on ac- 
count of those places being shut down. 
A great.many .gf',these people have also 
been driven from their homes and have 
neither food nor shelter. The heaviest 
damage in Paterson was to the manu- 
facturers. 
At present' it is impossible 


to give an aeeiirata idea of the total 
loss-but 'conservative .estimates'- are 
about two millions. 


The police and firemen have been stea- 


dily engaged since Saturday morning 
in the work of rescuing families from 
the upper floors or the roofs of their 
houses, in the flooded districts and the 
work is still going on. 


Today the water continued to fall 


and there did not seem to be any chance 
of further damage being done unless 
another severe storm should 
set 
in. 


There are still many blocks under water 
and an examination of the flooded dis- 
tricts cannot be made until the water 
disappears. The health.author!ties have 
a difficult task before them in devising 
means to prevent an epidemic of sick- 
ness in the flooded territory. The peo- 
ple who were forced 
to 
leave 
their 


homes will not be allowed to return un- 
til the districts are In a sanitary con- 
dition. 


The water in the streets is said to 


be falling nnd the danger is now said 
to be over. 


Boats arc being provided to take the 


people in some districts

homes.

ed in the Armory and from present ap- 
pearances they will have to remain for 
the rest of the week at least.

$2,000,000 LOSS HERE ALSO. 


PASSAIC, N. J., Oct. 12.—The flood 


conditions in this city and vicinity, were 
considerably improved today. The high 
water mark at the Dundee dam which 
was OI'/2 inches at midnight had fallen 
two feet today. All danger of a break 
at the dam Is now thought to be post. 
Wallington is still under water and sev- 
eral hundred persons are still taking 
refugo in the public sehoolg. 
Four or 


five hundred residents 
of 
Wallington 


are being sheltered in the town hall 
and school buildings at Passaio. 


The total loss from the flood in this 


city is estimated at about $2,000,000 
without any insurance. This does not 
include the loss to workmen who are 
thrown out of employment temporarily 
or the loss sustained by manufacturers 
by the interruption to business. Nearly 
every mill is closed. 


At Duttonvillc, fifty or more houses 


were washed from their foundations and 
many overturned nnd wrecked. 


The Erie railroad bridge is now out

sentatives to examine and report of & 
suitable site for a naval training sta- 
tion on the Great Lakes that, "up to 
this time the conditions remain-unchang- 
ed, no definite action having been taken 
since the adjournment of congress last 
March." 


"My understanding," said'Mr. Coo- 


per, "is the secretary of the navy and 
Admiral Taylor's commission desire an 
appropriation by congress of $250,000 
and that with tiat money they be al- 
lowed to purchase a site on Lake Mich- 
igan within a certain zone. I presume 
that, they think in this way, they will 
be able to make a better bargain -with 
the owner of the site desired, whatever 
it be, than if they should indicate in 
advance the particular site which they 
wish to purchase.3' 


"The law under which the commis- 


sion was appointed provides that 'they 
shall make a choice of sites and report 
on it. 
Up to this time, however, no 


such choice has been made public. On 
my return to Washington I shall endea- 
vor to ascertain 'the exact situation." 


The site suggested by the board em- 


braces the city of Muskegon on 
the 


Michigan side . and Milwaukee on the 
Wisconsin side. 
Secretary Moody will 


submit the report to congress with the 
recommendation that $250,000 
be ap- 


propriated for purchasing the property 
and for the preliminary work on the es- 
tablishment of a station. 


It might be well to add that in all 


probability the station will' ultimately 
be established somewhere south of Mil- 
waukee and north of Chicago on' the 
Wisconsin side of 
the 
lake.

Condition of Archbishop Earn

At St. Agnes sanitarium where he lias

hopes for his recovery and that it is evi- 
dent he is suffering no pain. 


.Archbishop Kain is one of the most 


widely known and most popular prelates 
in the United States. Born in Martins- 
burg, Berkeley county, West Virginia, in 
May 31, 1841, of Irish parents he receiv- 
ed in early life the training which has 
made his work in the church such that 
he urged his way to the front. His 
preparatory education for the priest- 
hood was received at the St. Charles 
seminary at Elliott, Md., where he was 
graduated in 1362. 


He then entered St. Mary's college at 


Baltimore, which institution was 
the 


scene of his higher, studies. He was or- 
dained a priest by Archbishop Spauld- 
ing on July 2, 1SOO. 


As a priest, his early work was in the 


territory along the Potomac river. In 
May 18, 1877 he was consecrated bishop 
of Wheeling. He ruled that diocese un- 
til June 15, 1S03, when he was appointed 
coadjutor to the most Rev. Richard Pe- 
ter Kenrick of St. Louis. 
Upon the 


death of that prelate he succeeded to 
the archbishopric of St. Louis, on May 
1, 1395.

DOZEN IN GREAT PERIL 


One Workman Loses His Life in 


Tunnel, Water Gushing in 


Through Shield. 


NEW YOKK, Oct. 
10.—Twelve men 


have hud a desperate fight £01- life in the 
Pennsylvania railroad tunnel now being 
dug under the Hudson river. They were 
at work in the Hobokeu end when with- 
out warning the water and loose earth 
began to crush in and in a, few moments 
200 feet of mud had caved in. Owen ilc- 
Connoll was hurled alive under the river 
bottom. Two other laborers were tak- 
en out unconscious. 


The big tunnel which is to cross under 


the Hudson to New York is already ad- 
vanced 700 foet and work is being pushed 
witii night and day shifts. The lAvelvc 
men were working in the air pressure 
tank 
behind' the great 
shield which 


squeezes out the mud ahead of it like 
a giant scive when suddenly the enrth 
became loosened and n gush of water 
followed. 


The prevailing air pressure at the time 


was only twice the normal. The only 
thing to bo done to stop the cave-in and 
save the lives of tbo twelve men was to 
instantly increase tho pressure to hold 
back the water, forty 
pounds 
was 


thrown in immediately upon 
tho men 


struggling in the rapidly rising mud and 
water. JTcConnell could not get away. 
The others were dragged to safety but 
two fainted under the strain and were 
carried out in time to save their lives.

SAYS OLD MAIDS ARE 


SURVIVAL OF FITTEST 


Kev. Olympla Brown Gives Her Opinion of 


Race Suicide—President's Theory 


' 
Wronar. 


JOLIET, 111., Oct. 10.—The state con- 


vention of the Equal Suffrage associa- 
tion closed last night with addresses by 
Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin of Chicago and 
the Rev. Anna Shaw of Philadelphia. 


Discussing the question whether vot- 


ing by women would cause race suicide, 
the Re^, Olympia Brown sftid President 
Roosevelt's theory was wrong, that dan- 
ger of race suicide was not in lack of 
numbers but 
in deterioration 
of the 


physical and intellectual being. 


"Old maids," she said, "are the surviv- 


al of the fattest. They can do anything 
the Lord wants them to do and do it 
well. In many states, where there are 
more women than men, the ablest women 
and the most capable women are unmar- 
ried. Nearly every professional woman 
I know has married and has children. I 
did and I have done my part. What I 
call race suicide would be a course of 
action which woidd cause the race to 
deteriorate in quality. To have a con- 
dition of things which would make a 
race become mean and small, more bar- 
barous, selfish, and unchristian like, and 
I don't know but what we are in danger 
of it. 


"The fountain will not rise higher than 


its source, and the stream will not be 
stronger than the power which propels 
it. If we must have n strong race that 
will pciT>etuate 
itself 
by 
producing 


strong men and strong women we must 
have mothers that will be strong, that 
will rise above all littleness that would 
injure their neighbors and friends. Can 
we have a strong and enduring race? 


"I wish we had a president that would 


take a different stand in this matter 
from that of President Roosevelt. The 
nation will be preserved 
in 
point' of 


numbers; nature has provided amply foi 
that. The question is now to educate 
thes women so that there shall be no 
lowering the standard of intellect and 
physical characteristics."

EAILUOADS CB1PPLED 


Water Two Feet Deep in Business 
Streets—Pedestrians Carried Across 


Thoroughfares by Truckmen 


and in Vehicles. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 0.—The heaviest fall 


of rain on record in this city last night 
and early today caused damage to the 
extent of thousands of dollars, crippled 
and delayed many of the trolley and 
steam railroads by which people from 
near by cities and towns reach New 
York, and caused them serious delay or 
inconvenience in reaching their offices in 
town. In outlying districts, many trol- 
ley and steam ronds were under the 
water, and there wore many washouts. 


Streets along the water 'front were so 


badly flooded that passengers were con- 
veyed across tlioni in drays. 


krTSV YORK, Oct. 9.—After twenty- 


four hours of pouring rain Now York 
city and the adjacent country suffered 
enriy today from severe Hoods. Six and 
24-100 inches of rnin had fallen -in the 
twenty-four hours ending at 0 a. m. to- 
day, nnd it was still ruining hard. This 
was believed to be near a record rain 
fall. 
Many trolley lines and railroads 


were either crippled and delayed and 
in Xew York city a conduit containing 
seventy telegraph wires was so Hooded 
as to disable nil the wires. 


A heavy Hood in the Bronx damaged 


the packing houses of Schwart, Child & 
Pulzburgpr, Swift & Co., and 
Nelson 


Morris & Co., and a portion of the freight 
yard of the New York Central was cov- 
ered by twelve feet of water. 


FLOODS EVERYWHERE. 


A watchman who had sought refuge 


on the top of a car was rescued. From 
all parts Of the city were received re- 
ports of flooded cellars, flooded sewers, 
and impassable gutters. 
Many collars 


along the North river front were flood- 
ed and in some instances there was a 
loss on goods stored there. West street 
in front of tbe down town ferries to 
Jersey City and Iloboken were flooded 
and passengers were carried across it in 
drays and grocery wagons temporarily 
pressed into service. 


Trolley traffic at St. George, Staten 


Island, was completely tied up by a rush 
of water on the track between Staple- 
tong and St. George. 


The water was two feet deep in South 


street at the New York side of the Ful- 
ton street, Brooklyn, ferry. 


Passengers arriving on the ferry boats 


waded through tlie water up to their 
knees until the dealers in the Fulton 
market used large boxes to 
build 
a 


bridge across tho street. 
The bridge 


blocked the street for truck traffic, but 
a section of the bridge had to be re- 
moved every few minutes to admit the 
passage of horse cars. 


WADE THROUGH WATER. - 


Nausau street between Wall and Pine 


streets, was closed on account 
of 
a 


washout in the middle of the street. 
Pedestrians waded through a foot of wa- 
ter. 
The sidewalk at the corner of the 


sub-treasury building was undermined. 


Part of a dam across the 
Ramapo 


river near Pornpton Lake, N. J,, was 
washed out during the heavy rain storm 
today inundating the valley below. A 
number of houses were flooded but there 
were no fatalities. 


The water was two feet deep in West 


street in front of the ferry house of the 
Barclay street to Hobokcn. 


For nearly an hoxir working girls and 


women waited in the ferryhouse maroon- 
ed by the flood until the truckmen came 
to the rescue. 
Every ferry boat was 


mot by half a dozen truckmen and the 
passengers instead of hearing tho usual 
"keb, keb, kerrigo, kerrige" were greet- 
ed with "Take yer across the street for 
a nickel." 


CONFINED IN TRAINS. 


Many thousands of men and 
women 


were unable to reach their places of bus- 
iness today owing to washouts and land- 
slides on the railroads and trolley lines 
in New Jersey, Long Island and West 
Chester county. The New York branch 
of tho Erio railway was reported to be 
entirely tied up. 
Hundreds of tons of 


dirt and stono had been washed into the 
cuts and delayed, the trains. The hun- 
dreds of people in the trains were forced 
to remain where they were for many 
hours owing to the fact that the streams 
had overflowed their banks and flooded 
tho roads, making them almost impassi- 
ble for vehicles. 
Telegraph wires also 


suffered. 
Fences 
were 
blown 
down, 


barns and outhouses on the farms un- 
dermined and cattle strayed from one 
farm to another peeking shelter. 


Local forecast officer Emery said that 


he believed this was a record rainfall. 
Tho highest previous record 
he could 


discover occurred September 23, 1882, 
when six and 17-100 inches of ruin fell 
in twenty-four hours. 


Tho Marks district in Brooklyn suffer- 


•d severely. The water was two feet 
4eep in Fulton street near Thompkins 
avenue and access to the elevated sta- 
tions was extremely diirX'ult. 


Several of the surface lilies were stal- 


ed and many cellars were flooded by 
vater which poured over the sidewalk. 


The Lone Hill, Life Saving station re- 


>orts a barge anchored half a mile oft 
shore at Ditch Plain 
near 
Montank 


Point, unable to proceed in the storm. 


Many occupants of cottages along the 


janks of the Ramapo river fled 
from 


:hcir homes. The crews of two canal 
>oats are snid to have escaped. Besides 
the iron bridge, a wooden bridge across 
;hc hike from Oakland to the village of 
Pompton lake was carried away. 
The 


territory coverc-d by the flood extends 
about ten miles. All the 
low 
lying 


ground between Paterson and Pompton 
Lake is covered. The travel between 
Paterson and the village of Butler is 
cut off except by boat. 


SEVERAL TRAINS STALLED. 


Trains on the Mont Clair branch of 


the Delaware, Lnekawanna & Western, 
railroad were stalled by a washout in 
Newark where the tracks are being ele- 
vated and passengers were compelled to 
walk a block around the washout to 
board another train for New York. 


The basement of tho Bellevue hospital 


was flooded and damage done amount- 
ing to $5,000. 


The downpour in the early morning 


was so great that the rain ran down 
the. 
chimneys of many,cast side tene- 


ments, putting out fires and flowing into 
rooms. In several blocks the tenants of 
the tenements placed canvas covers over 
the chimneys. 


Blocks on the surface lines were fre- 


quent during the morning on the upper 
west side. 


BIG EXCAVATION FLOODED. 


At Forty-seecmd street and Broadway 


the water flowed into the excavation 
for the now Times building, making a 
lake fifteen feet deep and doing consid- 
erable damage. The subway excavation 
from Forty-second street to One Hun- 
dred and fourth streets, 'was flooded, 
and in many places the contractors sus- 
tained heavy damage by washouts. 


Tho tracks of the New York Central 


along the Hudson river were covered 
with water. 


BUSY STREET UNDERMINED. 


Pine street from Broadway to Beaver 


street, one of the busiest parts of the 
financial district, was almost undermin- 
ed through the washing away of a new- 
ly constructed sewer. Parts of the side 
walk and street sank perceptibly and be- 
cause of a series of breaks in the steam 
pipes of the New York Steam Heating 
company the broken street surface gave 
out steam like an active volcano. 


A six inch water main in Pearl street 


burst, tore up the pavement and flooded 
a twenty-five foot 
excavation for the 


Beaver building. 


FACTORIES FLOODED. 


PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 0.—Unless the 


rain soon ceases there is danger of an- 
other destructive flood. The river dis- 
trict is again partly flooded and the 
river is rising rapidly. In the factories 
along the river front the operatives were 
dismissed and are being'taken from the 
buildings in boats. The bank of the can- 
al in Sotith Paterson, gave way and all 
the territory in the vicinity was flood- 
ed.

Special credit is due 
Miss Frnncen, who, a year ago, took 
charge of the institution as superintend- 
ing nurse, and with the excellent corps 
of nurses under her has given satisfac- 
tion to the patients, physicians and the 
management. The report shows that 
during the fiscal year 223 patients re 
ceivocl treatment, consuming 4,853 clays, 
of which 2,228 were charity 
patients. 


There were 01 surgical operations and 
only 8 deaths. 


.During the coming year the manage- 


ment hopes to be able to make arrange- 
ments so that trained and skilled nurses 
can be furnished in cases where patients 
are unable, to enter the hospital, and 
when desired at home. The hospital is 
now equipped with 
a complete X-ray 


machine furnished by money realized by 
the Elks carnival.

to Other .Reasons. 


WAS ALDEEMAN DURING

Also Died in Milwaukee 


Yerterday Morning. 


Phillip Heck, born and reared in Ra- 


3ine, and for many years a business man 
lore, died at 4:30 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon at his 
home, 235 Sixteenth 


street, Milwaukee, of liver trouble, aged 
47 years. He was surrounded by his 
vife and four daughters when be passed 
way. 
It had been known for many 


veeks that Mr. Heck was dangerously 
11 of cirrhosis pf the liver and that he 
could not recover, but nevertheless his 
lemise was sorrowfully learned by his 
losts of Racine friends and relatives. 


"Phil" Heck, as he was called, was 


one of the best known men in the state, 
\aving been engaged in the hotel and 
sample room business most of his life. 
3!e was born in this city on April 15, 
;850 and when quite young removed with 
lis parents to Chicago, where he receiv- 
ed an education. When the great Chi- 
cago fire occurred the grocery store and 
business of his father went up in smoke 
and having lost everything the family 
returned to this city. 


The first venture of Phil Heck in buei- 


icss was with Axigust Plelsa. They open- 
id a handsome sample room and billiard 
hall on Main street, where the Zahn dry 
;oods store is now located, and It was 
;he finest place in the city at that time. 
Sixteen years ago ha and 
Mr. Pleiss 


went to Milwaukee and took possession 
of the Schlitz hotel and he remained 
with Mr. Pleiss until a few years ago 
when he retired and became proprietor 
of the Empire sample rooms «nd after- 
ward proprietor of tho. Globe hotel, re- 
aring from the latter on account of fail- 
ng health. Ho was known by hundreds 
of the leading Germans of Milwaukee. 


Mr. Heck .was married to Miss. Min- 


nie Giesken, sister of Prank Giesken, of 
this city, Oct. 0, 1880, and she with four 
daughters survive him. Arrangements 
will be made for the funeral today and 
he interment will take place at Forest 
Home cemetery, Milwaukee.

Mr. Heck was a member of tho Mil- 


waukee Elks and other fraternal organi- 
zations. 


DEMISE OF ARTHUR BTJRCH. 


Arthur Burch, one of the best known 


educators of this state, died at his home 
in Milwaukee yesterday, after a. linger- 
ing illness. Mr. Burch waa a native of 
Kenouha county, having been born at 
Salem, September 8, 1854. Attending tho 
district school ho advanced rapidly and 
went through the High school and then 
Ripon college. Afterward he took

course at Oshkosh normal. For several 
years he taught in the country schools 
of Kenoshn county and then became a 
teacher in the Racine schools for some 
years.

In addition 
to being teacher, principal and assistant 
of the Milwaukee schools, ho was at one 
time elected prlsident and chairman o) 
the state board of visitors to the state 
normal school at Platteville. He was 
an enthusiastic football 
and

supporter and very popular with 
the 


hundreds of pupils who came under his 
charge. Ho was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. 
A wife and children 


survive. 
Tho funeral will take place 


at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon from his 
late home and the interment will take 
place at Forest Home cemetery.

action to the dealerv of the milk and 
also to the many families who bought 
he same. Up to date there have been 
ew additional cases of fever and with 
he advent of cold weather the disease 
s expected to die out. 


One of the Milwaukee papers last evn- 


ng, in speaking of the test of the milk 
and' the injection of the same into ani- 
mals, says: 


The announcement that the city hall 


menageries consisting of guinea pigs and 
rabbits is in good health will be a source 
of gratification to the people of Racine. 


The time was up yesterday when the 


guinea pigs should have developed symp- 
;oms 
of typhoid fever from samples of 


Kacine's milk supply which was snp- 
losed to be contaminated with typhoid 
'ever germs. 


Dr. Ortho Fiedler, the city 
chemist 


and bacteriologist, said this 
morning 


-hat the pigs ha,ve shown no symptoms 
of typhoid and he is led to believe that 
the epidemic which is raging in Racine 
s dtoe to some other source than its milk 
srapply. It may be the water supply. 


The city hall rabbits, which have been 


nocculated with serum of dog's brains 
are still well, but they may yet develop 
symptoms of the dread disease.

CORONER ASCERTAINS FACTS. 
This afternoon Coroner Hoyle return- 


ed from Franksville, where he had been 
nnd investigated the case. The coroner 
said: "I ascertained that the name of 
the woman was Fredcricka Forepaugh, 
58 years old, and that she lived sis miles 
north of the village. She had been an 
invalid for years. A Milwaukee physic- 
ian had given her carbolic acid to bathe 
sores on her arms and body. At noon 
yesterday she asked her son if the acid 
was poison nnd was informed that it 
was. Along toward evening she entered 
a. summer house where the cooking is 
done. She ate her supper and started 
for the house, but fell. Her 
husband 


discovered her, called 
assistance 
and 


she- was carried into the house and laid 
on a lounge. Dr. Carr was sent for, but 
sho died before he arrived. It is pre- 
sumed that she took the poison while 
eating slipper or just after. The family 
is a very fine one, old residents and 
arc almost prostrated over the sad af- 
fair. Taking all of the facts into con- 
sideration I did not deem an .inquest 
necessary and issued the burial permit." 


There survives a husband, two daugh- 


ters and one son. The time Of funeral 
was not announced.

In one of his recent charges juado in his 
jmper to tho offeot that onu reason fame. 
men had failed to reap their share of 
prosperity was because of Republican 
legislation and policies. It is doubtless 
true enough that with anj' prosperous 
conditions there has been a failure of 
nature to call it that, to provide for an 
exact distribution of this 
prosperity. 


Some men have by virtue of the advan- 
tages given them by the Almighty been 
enabled to take a better advantage of 
their opportunities, other men, have fail- 
ed to gather in their share, not through 
failure of Republican policies, but by the 
failure of the law for wliich both par- 
tics are responsible, to protect 
them 


from the rapacity of others 
and 
the 


domineering 
in 
combined 
interests 


against which they have not been able 
to combat satisfactorily. Then too there 
are plenty of people who, prosperous 
conditions or not, Would go along about 
tho same way, and this always will be 
so. 


Tho Republican party cannot be charg- 


ed with failure of iadividunlo. 
To be 


fair, neither can any 
other 
political 


party, unless it is the party of discon- 
tent. and the preachers of class hatreds 
and dissensions. Prosperity is more apt 
to enter receptive minds than it is to 
force itself where repelled, and 
pros- 


perity never yet nor never will, provide 
people with those necossary qualifica- 
tions, if nature has failed to so equip 
them. 


But still there are 
some 
justifiable 


reasons why some men have failed to se- 
cure that measure of prosperity their 
due. It is through no measures of poli- 
tical policies at all, and declared the

political 


party is responsible," but what nfi'Jiccs 
the average man "is 
the 
overgrown 


power <fef two large groups of American 
citizens, each organized to control in its 
special field without duo regard for the 
general welfare." Within this purview 
lies the cause why some people, deserv- 
ing in every sense, have not in fact en- 
joyed that measure of prosperity their 
duo.. 
"These two 
organizations have 


^pursued thoir respective paths and liter- 
ally in many places tiie smoke of a real 
battle has obscured the skies." 


So tho business trust and the labor 


trust have pursued their ways. The 
trusts by virtue of their powers not iu- 
tarfered with by the law, have laid their 
tn-xes as desired everywhorcs and 
the 


public havo been compelled to pay. The 
average citizen however 
engaged has 


iiot been able to increase the price of 
his wares, as have the 
combines and 


trusts, and therefore has not recouped 
himself for iuoreased costs 
of 
doing 


business and securing supplies from trust 
manufacturers or dealers in supplies. 


In a word says the Inter Ocean: "The 


man who is neither in a union nor a 
trust fmd.i himself obliged to pay higher 
prices, net only for what he eats and 
wears but for every service that ho may 
require from a working man or n, work-' 
ing woman. 


"By these processes of the trust on 


tho one side and the labor union on the 
other, capital has waxed fat" in recent 
yca-rs as never before and organized la- 
bor has grown strong as never before. 
And by these processes, also, the aver- 
age man has been ground between the 
upper and the nether mill stone. 
For, 


although mioro money is over being re- 
quired of him by others, the average 
mnn has no more money than formerly 
with which to pay. 


However, thcst: conditions have been 


coming to pass ever since the middle of 
the '80s and their progress has been 
noteworthy alike under Republican and 
Democratic 
administrations. 
Neither 


Mr. Cleveland, nor Mr. Mc'Kin'ley, nor 
Mr. Roosevelt hns been responsible .for 
thorn, and if Mr. Bryan himself had been 
elected president in 1000 they neverthe- 
less would still bo with vis. 


"Nothing good, therefore, is to 
be 


gained by regarding the situation from 
a partisan viewpoint.

CKATtTWR COMMITTED. 


The report of tlie committee appoint- 


ed to consider the matter of charter 
revision published 
in the Journal of 


Wednesday, is of that character expected 
from the officials and citizens to whom 


it was submitted. 
Careful consideration 


has been given to the questions involved 
and the conclusion reached, that in the 
end the legislature will oblige through 
law all nrunicipal corporations in the 
state to adopt the general charter. To 
this purpose therefore, says the commit- 
tee' a revision of the general charter 
should be had tli»t the needs of cities 
of the third claas be better met. This 
can be better accomplished by the cities 
most concerned sending representatives 
to represent them in a convention for 
that purpose, rather than by the other 
expedient of asking the legislature to 
appoint a committee who shall do the 
investigating work and report at a sub- 
sequent legislature, which necessarily 
would require a longer period. 


Meanwhile it will' be expedient to 


adopt portions of the general charter 
and not the charter as a whole, and ref- 
erence is made to objectionable features 
iit the general charter, and the lack of 
provisions such as that for lake shore 
protection. Then, too, says the report, 
other provisions for streets, sewers and 
general public improvements iu tho gen- 
eral charter are not as satisfactory a.s 
thofte in the special charter. 


But individual sections of .the general 


charter cannot be chosen for adoption, 
but the entire law for each separate sub- 
ject must be accepted. So that to se- 
cure relief as to the finances, with also 
reference to assessment and collection 
of taxes, the entire chapter relating to 
those must be adopted. This require- 
ment is ascertained through decisions of 
the supreme court. This fact says the 
committee would necessitate a radical 
change in tho municipal bookkeeping and 
ag well a change in the fiscal year. As 
a further reason for objecting to accept- 
ing the method, cities that have adopted 
portions of the charter, find very unsat- 
isfactory results, for thus incorporating 
parts of the general charter in with the 
special charter, has created confusion. 


As a temporary expedient until such 


time as a general charter is enacted that 
can be accepted as a whole, the commit- 
tee suggests tliat the next legislature be 
asked to enact a law that will enable 
cities "to 
remove all limitation of 


amounts to be raised for the several 
purposes or specified funds, but will still 
leave a limitation upon the aggregate 
taxation for all municipal purposes. This 
says the cmimittee now applies to some 
extent in school matters and to the full 
extent in street lighting and hydrant 
rentals, and there is no good reason why 
discretionary power should not exist as 
to other funds. This would thus leave 
the council free to adjust the proportion 
of the several funds as in its judgment 
was best advised, which right does not 
exist now but in the instances mention- 
ed. 


The 
entire report 
evinces 
careful 


thought, as Well as being conservative. 


P.ROHIBITIOX IS TUB SOUTH. 


Prohibition in the southern states is 


making remarkable progress but it is 
confessed 
it 
is 
not 
the 
princi- 


ples of prohibition that is carrying the 
movement along, only that every avenue 
of securing liquor should be closed to 
the colored population of the south. It 
is reasoned if the colored people can be 
kept from the temptations of the bottle, 
they con be more easily controlled, and 
for this reason and no other the white 
population of the southern states are 
reconciling themselves to 
prohibition 


rules, though it has not taken this form 
in all the states, as in South Carolina, 
where, the control of liquor soles is ac- 
complished through the state dispensary 
.system. 
There is no question if the 


sale of liquor could bo controlled the 
condition of society at large would be 
improved, but good men differ as to how 
such control should exist. 


If the law went further and demand- 


ed all persona • selling 
liquor should 


thoroughly obey all laws enacted regu- 
lating such, certainly a vast sum of hu- 
man good would be brought about. The 
community grants licenses through the 
virtue, of state laws and then the com- 
munity proceeds through its license com- 
mittees to grant licenses to everybody 
applying who has the price of a license 
with no regard whatever to the charac- 
ter oi the applicant, or whether or not 
such has violated any law. City coun- 
cils even in the- fact of eveiy direct tes- 
timony that liquor sellers have kept not 
very orderly places, that they have not 
obeyed the very reasonable regulations 
presumed to be in force, keep right on 
renewing licenses, granting new ones, 
and revoking the action of some officious 
chief of police who has made trouble 
for some man 
in the 
business. The 


principle should be thoroughly establish- 
ed that the law in giving authorities to 
grant 
liquor' 
licenses 
by 
no 


means requires such 
authorities to 


grant every one a license who applies. 
Unless the applicant can establish a law 
abiding reputation, a responsibility com- 
ing from not so much money or bonds, 
as a personal reputation for truth, ve- 
racity, and good morals, no license 
should be granted, and if in every case 
a reasonable bond wag exacted it would 
be requiring no more than is due the 
community. 


But prohibition.in tho southern states 


is being advanced, through 
another 


cause, that being from tho fact there is 
but one party, 
and therefore 
aa tho 


chairman of the 
prohibition national 


committee says, the liquor men can not 
play one party, ,'tgnjnst another, and 
the south is today the most hopeful field 
for this eause. But the success of ab- 
stention from liquor, docs not attach to 
state prohibition laws so much as it 
docs to local option laws, 
for if 
tho 


sense of the community favor, it will bo 
absolute prohibition. 
In 
ten 
states 


south now this form prevails and every 
year sees morn and more counties with 
local option. Thus through the millions 
of colored people living in states it is 
possible prohibition may.be given a 


practical trial. But if the law is merci- 
lessly enforced against the whites, will 
the new departure be so successful? 


COMMODITY PRICES. 


Statistics bearing on the cost of living 


gathered by the bxircau of labor of the 
department of commerce will soon be 
published. This work has been in prog- 
ress for some time under the direction 
of Carroll D. Wright, and the informa- 
tion while not agreeing with the asser- 
tions of pessimists, will be accepted by 
the public as being approximately cor- 
rect. 


It has been a difficult subject to treat, 


and. it has not been approached in airy 
spirit of partisanship, in fact just the 
reverse. From the mass of figures a 
fail- conclusion may be reached. The 
Philadelphia • Press says on the forth- 
coming report: 
^ 


"The inquiry shows that there is not 


much difference between the increased 
cost of living and- the advance in wa,ges, 
and they have kept 
closely together. 


Prices of commodities have not advanc- 
ed as much as many writers assume. The 
average advance has been about 10 per 
cent. Col. Wright, the head of the bur- 
eau, says that in years of great prosper- 
ity the cost of living generally advances 
more rapidly than the rate of wages, 
and that correspondingly in times of de- 
pression products arid the profits of bus- 
iness fall earlier and more rapidly than 
wages. But both Svages and the cost of 
iving have kept well together in the 
ast few years, so that the condition of 
the laboring man is better today than 
over before in this ooxmtry. 


"Prices are declining 
somewhat 
at 


present, but that is the result principal- 
y of strikes! Many 
industries 
have 


been directly affected in that way, and 
others suffer indirectly. For 
instance, 


;here is some stagnation in pig iron and 
T, cut in wages, and a temporary cessa- 
;ion in production is threatened. But 
that is due to the stoppage of work in 
the building trades, the result of strikes. 
Men engaged in other lines of business, 
'earing trouble, are disposed, to curtail 
as much as possible to avoid strikes. 
This has a bad effect on wages. But 
that is due to tho strikes. In general, 
the: workmen are better off than ever 
before, and if they venture too much in 
;he way of strikes they bring misery on 
;hemselves." 


JHItlGATIOJV AXJO FORESTRY. - 


The proceedings of the irrigation con- 


gress clearly developed at 
least one 


jreat truth. This is that irrigation goes 
mnd in hand with forest protection. If 
tlie, forests are to be destroyed at the 
ate of past years, the work of irriga- 
tion, will in proportion grow more cost- 
r nnd more difficult. There is not the 
slightest reason why the cutters of our 
forests should not be required to ire- 
ilace what they destroy nnd in cutting 
their timber, cease tlie awful dostruotivc- 
ness of the past. It 1ms been pretty well 
demonstrated that had the lumbermen 


on more careful in only cutting even 


what trees they did, and not slashed the 
forests unmercifully, largo areas of tim- 
ber country, would now be in existence, 
tt has also been shown that timber 
culture can be carried on just the 
an me as any other industry only that 
the crops of course require longer 
to 


mature, but after trees once attain suf- 
ficient size for use, judicious thinning 
will produce an nnnti.il fcrop yielding as 


od dividends ns from any other sort of 


a crop. 


There were, said one of the speakers, 


000,000.000 acres available for irrigation, 
but only sufficient water that can be 
used under any storage system for one- 
sixteenth of this, and if the government 
,-ouId expend $10,000,000 per year for a 
period of thirty years that reservoirs bo 
provided for the reclamation of 
even 


20,000,000 acres, there would thus be 
provided homes for 
about 
15,000,000 


people. This outlay might be regained 
said the speaker by the government 
from'the increased value of the govern- 
ment land, which it would be thus en- 
abled to dispose of.

-fulncss cheered up tho congress with a 
characteristic message declaring irriga- 
tion and forestry must go hand in hand 
and without forestry irrigation can not 
stand.

SORGHUSI UfDlTSTRT IttJINJMB. 


The Sorghum industry that once upon 


a time promised so much for the western 
farmer is practically no more, having 
been killed by the glucose factories. The 
decrease in Minnesota runs from 25 to 
100 per cent., some counties several 
years ago raising large crops now raising 
none at all, and this iis the. case in other 
states as well. The sorghum manufac- 
turers 'can not compete with the glu- 
cose works which manufacture the adul- 
terated article selling it at 35 cents per 
gallon while pure sorghum can not be 
sold less than 00 cents per gallon, and as 
a consequence can not hope to compete. 
One reason for this being that the adul- 
terated article or glucose sorghum is not 
sold as it certainly should be under its 
own proper designation. 


Thftt the, sorghum industry be given 


another chance for its life the legisla- 
ture of Minnesota at its last session en- 
acted a law going into effect in October 


hioh provides "that any,one who sells 


amber cane or sorghum mixed with glu- 
:ose shall be fined from $25 to $75 or im- 
>risoned for ninety days, unless each 
mrrel, cask, or keg is labeled with the 
percentages1 of the various ingredients." 
The assistant dairy and food commis- 
sioner has hopes the law will be strict- 
y enforced, and being thus so optimis- 
.ic, believes the amber cano growers will 
be greatly encouraged and an industry 
revived that once flourished in the great 
vest. 


A NOTABLE COMTGREWPE. 


A notable conference is dated for Oc- 


:ober 15th, that of the National Civic 
federation, on which occasion men prom- 
'nent in manufacturing and trade cif- 
•les, leading railroad men, heads of great 
abor organizations will convene in good 
'ellowshlp and discuss the problems con- 
fronting 
capital tir;d labor. The 
best 


way to establish friendly relations will 
je sought and to this purpose an inter- 
change of views cannot but prove of 
Treat benefit. 


The topics of discussion embrace var- 


ious points most frequently the present 
cause of contention and strife, such as 
;hc open shop, hours of labor, joint 
irado agreements, the methods now em- 
ployed in paying wages, piece work and 
the subject of bonuses. The methods of 
conciliation and of arbitration will bo 
ilso thoroughly ha,ndle<l__that if possible 
some plan be devised that will be per- 
manent and lived up to by all parties in 
the agreement. 


It is stated representatives from the 


National Grange will be present, and 
from this can be seen the full extent and 
purpose of the October conference. 


CHAMUERLAIX'S ADDRESS. 


Chamberlain in his address at Glasgow 


certainly displayed a thorough knowl- 
edge of the trade conditions of his coun- 
try. His assertion the only hope of Eng- 
land lies in her colonies may be disput- 
ed by those who contend England has no 
concern with a protective tariff, 
but 


there is an amount of truth in this not 
to be denied. As to tne reason England 
docs not receive the full measure of tlie 
colonial trade, that may bo n question 
best 
answered by tlnse in England's 


council who have encouraged the addi- 
tion of colony after colony ar.d left them 
with 
perfect freedom to 
discriminate 


against English products by means of 
tariffs. 


Mr. Chamberlain claims the 
export 


trade of his country docs not increase 
in proportion to the population and that 
unless a tariff reformation is instituted 
that thereby her sales to the colonies be 
increased, England will sink to be a na- 
tion of the fifth class. That relief be 
had the former colonial secretary in- 
sists England must protect herself as do 
other countries by means of a tariff 
protective in its provisions. The trou- 
ble with this lies in the fact England 
cannot produce sufficient food for her 
people and dearer food is certain if pro- 
tection is established, for if her manu- 
factures arc protected her agricultural 
interests will insist upon the same.

Balkan states effectually prevents in the 
view of well

any 


grouping of tho states into any one sin- 
gle government. While the Turks have 
been and are JJDIV a brutal oppressor 
and have by fire and sword carried ter- 
ror cverywhcrcs their assassins group- 
ed together as armies could ravngo, and 
still more horrible have outraged a civ- 
ilized world by their awful and most 
shocking treatment of women in 
tho 


stricken countries, 
still the 
warring 


tribes and nationalities in these moun- 
tain states havo alternately pillaged and 
ravaged each other. 


It would be well if_ tho world could 


stop these horrors daily reported; if the 
great powers would stop both Turk, Bul- 
garian, and the others from flying at 
each others throat, and it would be still 
far better if the powers would agree 
among themselves nnd divide the terri- 
tory between them, for in no other way 
will ever order ' and peace be given to 
these people. 


PIirLIPPINE TRADE. 


The commerce of the Philippines for 


tho last fiscal year is given at $33,160,- 
407 imports and $33,306,587 exports, all 
government shipments cither way ex- 
cluded. Of the amount sold to the is- 
lands the United States sold but $4,020,- 
000, being a decrease of one-fifth from 
the figures for 1002. These figures again 
give rise to tho remark that the United 
.States In her relations with colonies or 
possessions, need not rniike tho mistakes 
of England. Let all tariffs bo just and 
perfectly equitable b'etwecn both coun- 
tries, or else no tariff at all as relates 
to imports and exports from the United 
States aud-possession. This principle of 


tariff relations can easily be settled, if 
the doctrine of favored nations is 
brought in by making the necessary 
change in our tariff 
agreements with 


other countries, and treaties. It seems 
bo quite a number of people if the doc- 
trine is good that no tariff exist be- 
iween one state and another, that is free 
trade within national lines, it is to be 
applied equally to our possessions. 


THE PEOPLE'S SENATOH. 


Now that senator Spooner is home 


us for a brief spell, why not have 


bhe boys call it off and leave him to en- 
joy himself. Why drag him in the mess 
and turmoil of it all. Let us all regard 
the senator .as the senator alike of Stal- 
wart and La Follette followers and seek 
not to embroil him. in anywise. It is 
easy to say the senator should do this 
and do that, but indeed why should he. 
There is nothing more in evidence than 
that senator Spooner was re-elected to 
serve the people in Wisconsin in tho 
senate at Washington and that some of 
the staunchest followers of tho gover- 
nor, insisted and did vote for him en- 
tirely regardless of what governor La- 
Follette thought. This being so let no 
one think to claim senator Spooner as 
for one side or for the other, and cer- 
tainly those who best know the senator 
personally Tcno'.v very well this is pre- 
cisely what he desires to be regarded,, as 
senator for the whole people and not 
for any part of the people. 


WOULD BE INTERESTING. 


It has been suggested that candidate 


John H. Clark of the Ohio Democrats 
for tho United States senate and Hon. 
W. J. Bryan hold a joint debate for the 
purpose of threshing out the old dispu- 
tation as between the gold standard and 
sixteen to one. At the time William J. 
was holding forth most eloquently and 
forcibly on the beauties as well as nec- 
essities of this sixteen to one. Mr. Clark 
in Ohio, was one of the staunchest of 
Democrats for the gold standard, and is 
presumably today since no public recan- 
tation has been heard of. It is idle for 
Mr. Bryan to say that this Mr. Clark 
had confessed, and has agreed with him 
upon other matters, political, and hence 
will receive his political blessing for Mr. 
Clark has recanted nothing as to the 
gold standard. But this is perhaps a 
small matter as the Democratic party is 
hopelessly divided up in every state ex- 
cept those of the south. 


Tlie postoffioe figures for 
the fiscal 


year ending June 30th, show an excel- 
lent condition of affairs. The deficit is 
given at $4,500,044, being an increase of 
$1,598,874 over the last fiscal year, but 
still a million below that estimated bv 
the department. Tho aggregate receipts 
of the department from all sources were 
$134,224,443 and the expenditures $138,- 
7S4.4S7. 
These last figures are larger 


than the year previous by $12,570.395 in 
the receipts and $13.075,270 in the ex- 
penditures, and arising from the opera- 
tions of the free rural delivery. The 
rural delivery will effectually 
prevent 


any closing of the gap between receipts 
and expenses, though were the depart- 
ment to estop tho excessive chnrgps paid 
the. railroads for carrying the mails, and 
for building and carrying the 
postal 


cars the deficit would be much more than 
wiped out, nnd an income substituted. 


Our trade with Mexico hns much in- 


creased the. last ten years. For the fis- 
cal year ending June 30th we bought 
from Mexico goods worth $41.313,707 and 
Mexico bought from us products worth 
.$42,257,10(5. We have doubled our ex- 
ports to that country and increased our 
imports 25 per cent.

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The Mistake of Old Philosophers.— 


Prom Success.—The sturdy pioneers who 
laid the foundation of tho first real de- 
mocracy crossed the broad ocean and 
faced the hardships and perils of life on 
the rough frontier, that they might gain 
the social freedom that hnel been denied 
them in the old world; and in Inter 
years their children gave up their blood 
and treasure in a long bitter war, that 
tlrey might keep that freedom for which 
the pioneers had struggled. This now 
freedom is a greater thing than politic- 
al or religious liberty. The builders of 
our republic declared that all men arc 
created equal. We know that all men 
ore not created equal. To some is given 
one talontj to others, two. In America 
wo believe that all men must have full 
liberty to develop their talents. This ig 
a purely American doctrine. Ours is the 
only land whero caste never has had a 
foothold. 
Old world philosophers pre- 


dicted the downfall of a nation founded 
on such a principle, but within an in- 
credibly few years this new freedom has 
developed a world-power on the ashes of 
n primeval forest. The world-mission of 
the American people is a far nobler thing 
than to lead tho march of material pro- 
gress. It is to spread the new gospel of 
freedom of effort. 


England inherits tho foudalistic con- 


ventions of caste. Nobility is inherited; 
BO is obscurity. 
Every English child 


bears an indelible birthmark, and this 
mark determines the social level of the 
man. Ke can not choose his sphere of 
ai;tlon> it is choosen for him by society. 
Ko "is branded for life. If one of 
the 


lowly-born, spurred on by divine discon- 
tent, attempts to scale the barriers of 
caste, the well-born do not offer him the 
band of human fellowship. They sneer 
fit his birthmark. 
The lowly-born are 


herded apart, like branded cattle. Ig- 
norance is bred with ignorance; poverty, 
with poverty; crime, with crime. The 
English lower classes, thus interbred, arc 
a race by themselves, a race physically 
and mentally and morally stunted. So 
long have they been bound by the fet- 
ters of caste they are ignorant of high 
ideals of social freedom, and they have 
no inherent po\ver«or desire to rise. Their 
condition is the severest condemnation 
that can be imagined of English caste 
ideas. 


Tlic Paris Xuns.—In Paris a number 


of the nuns cast adrift by the action of 
the French government arc 
forming a 


league with :v view to necking employ- 
ment as domestic helps. They propose 
wearing a neat uniform of their own do- 
signing and to be called "'sister" instead 
of beinj; addressed by Christian or sur- 
name without preface.

Btill damp rub on a little of the mix- 
ture. This may be used with excellent 
results by people who can not use the 
glycerine alone, the vinegar neutralizing 
the unpleasant effects of the glycerine. 


Kerosene for the Hair.—A woman re- 


cently asserted thnt the fine appearance 
Of her hair was entirely due to a persis- 
tent and thorough treatment witli the 
familiar kerosene of tbe corner grocery 
commerce. It was applied regularly once 
every fortnight in Jhe'following way: 
A little was poured into a saucer nnd 
rubbed with the fingers into the roots of 
the hair. The application was slow and 
thorough, tho gentle massage 
of the 


roots with tho finger tips being needed 
to open the pores for the absorption <M 
the oil. The treatment was usually nui<!.' 
at night, and the hair afterward tied up 
in a silk handkerchief. 
lie silk handkerchief is recommended 


to hair dressers as useful in retaining 
tno natural electricity of the hair. By 
noon of tho following day tho odor of 
the kerosene had disappeared, and in an- 
other twelve hours the oilincss that fol- 
lowed its use had also gone. The effect 
of this treatment on the hair was 


promptly noticeable, the falling out stop- 
ped, and some new hairs were found all 
over the head. As the kerosene applica- 
tion was continued the hair became 
thick and smooth. When, after several 
months, it was finally discontinued, 
abundant glossy locks replaced the dry 
and lusterless hair — the former condi- 
tion still, existing, though no kerosene 
had been used for several years. — New 
York Post. 


As in Olden Times. — Machinery is not 


yet all-powerful. Way back in the moun- 
tains of North Carolina the whir of the 
spinning wheel and the click of the hand 
loom are still familiar sounds. The ma- 
terial produced is for the most part lin- 
sey and jean. For colorings the old 
bark dies still obtain, but there is pref- 
erence shown for the brighter tints of 
aniline. In the homes of these weavers 
the ancient "blue pot" still holds its 
place beside the hearth. Among the ol- 
der women there is much pride in fancy 
weaving, by which quaint patterns are 
produced, each having its own peculiar 
title, such as "snake trail," "cat's paw" 
and "honeycomb." All these names are 
descriptive and pictorial. 


For Lockjaw. — In case of a, nail or 


other sharp instrument being stuck in 
the foot of human or animal, and lock- 
jaw is threatened, take a bucket of lin- 
blcachcd wood ashes, put in tub and 
pour on two buckets of warm water, 
stir well and place the wounded foot 
in the mixture. Relief will be felt im- 
mediately, Let remain an. hour or so 
if necessary. 
Only lately was relieved 


an old lady by this recipe who was suf- 
fering intensely from a nail wound in 
the foot. Another remedy is to burn a 
flannel rag under the foot, but the lat- 
ter applies to any cut that is painful.

a good substitute for soap and it is 
said to make 
the 
complexion 
soft, 


smooth and fine. 
The following is a 


good recipe for making it: 
Three oim- 


ces of blanched and powdered sweet al- 
monds, one-half ounce of powdered cns- 
tilo soap, two ounces of powdered orris, 
two ounces of "wheat 
flour, 
one-half 


ounce of pure borax, five drops of oil of 
bitter almonds, one dram of oil of ber- 
gamot, one-half dram of tincture 
of 


musk. 
Sift well, throwing away 
all 


coarse particles. 


To Keep Skin Cle.rin. — One reason of 


a disordered skin is that it is not kept 
perfectly clean. Wash the face twice 
daily and during the day use a bit of 
silk — an old handkerchief, 
used dry, 


with little friction; it carries away every 
particle of dust, which otherwise clogs 
the pores. A half-minute rub, every now 
and then, renews the freshness of the 
complexion. Instead of a powder puff, 
carry a scented silk pad to keep the com- 
plexion in repair. 


To Reduce Flesh. — A woman who has 


succeeded in reducing the flesh about 
her waist to artistic proportions recom- 
mends this as an exercise: "Lie flat 
on the back upon the floor. Fold the 
arms and rise to a sitting posture. Then 
lie down again and raise one leg as high 
as possible, then the other. Repeat each 
movement morning and evening until 
tired."

A useful cement for earthenware ves- 


sels is found in white lead. Spread it on 
strips of calico and secure with bands 
of twine. This mettfod is only suitable 
for earthenware pans, etc., which are in- 
tended for service and not for orna- 
ment. 


Mildew is one of the most difficult of 


all stains to remove. Rub well

locks.

FOR THE TABlE. 


To make shrimp salad, take 
equal 


quantities of chopped canned ' shrimp 
and celery cut in small pieces; add a 
little chopped sweet parsley and chives 
and mix with salad dressing. 


Omelet with Peppers.—Beat separately 


the whites and yolks of 5 eggs. 
Put 


them together, season with salt, flavor 
with a teaspoonful of onion juice and 
add half a cupful of green peppers which 
have been chopped and fried in n little 
butter. Cook in a hot buttered omelet 
pan. 


Iced Peaches and Cream.—Peel and 


slice as inany peaches as will be desired, 
sprinkle well with sugar, mix through 
them some whipped cream, having in it 
a few drops of brandy, and put into a 
mould. Pack this mould in ice and salt 
for an hour or so before serving. 


Green Tomato Pie.—This pie'should be 


made with upper and lower crusts of 
plain paste in tho usual manner. For 
the inside, slice the tomatoes thin, ar- 
range on the lower crust, add one-half 
cup of sugar, the juice of one lemon and 
a sprinkling of cinnamon (if liked.) 


Horseradish Sauce.—Two tablespoon- 


fills grated horseradish, 2 tablcspoonfuls 
made imistard, 2 dessert spoonfuls vine- 
gar, 1 teaspoonful sugar, one-half pint 
cream, a little salt. 
Mix the grated 


horseradish, mustard, vinegar, sugar and 
salt, then gradually add the cream; put 
into a jar, which stand in a saucepan 
of boiling water; let the sauce get thor- 
oughly hot, then serve; or it may be 
sent to table cold, if preferred. 


To make a veal loaf put a shin of veal 


into cold water and boil till very ten- 
der. 
Take the meat from the bones 


and with two forks pick it to pieces very 
fine. 
Put bones and gristle back into 


the water and boil till only about a pint 
of the liquid remains. Strain this into 
another kettle add the veal, salt, pepper, 
a little lemon juice and, if it is liked, a 
little spice. Boil a few minutes, pour 
into a mold and set away to harden. 
Serve cold with horseradish.

IS FOR WHITEHEAD. 


Senator Whiteh'end of Janesville, in 


Mr. Johnson's estimation would make 
a splendid chief executive for this state. 
He would like to see Mr. Whitehead the 
next nominee. It is also rumored that 
Mr. Johnson has congressional aspira- 
tions and even some have intimated that 
he has cast his eyes on a scat in the 
United States senate, but such state- 
ments are erroneous so far as Mr. John- 
son appears to be concerned. 


It wns reported last evening that a 


committee of representative men in the 
political arena at 
Milwaukee waited 


upon Mr. Johnson in the afternoon, urg- 
ing his candidacy for the governorship. 
Mr. Johnson was interviewed over the 
telephone last overling and when ap- 
prised of the rumor said:

iloBrt liaa Been Glvlivj Rebates In State. 
J, W. Thomas, railroad commissioner 


froni the State of Wisconsin, and two 
expert accountants are in Chicago mak- 
ing an examination of the books of the 
St. Paul Railroad with a view to ascer- 
taining if that company has been violat- 
ing the law. The investigation is being 
conducted at the instigation of Gover- 
nor La Follette, who expects to obtain 
ammunition 
for his fight against the 


railroads of Wisconsin to compel them 
to pay more taxes and submit to mor* 
severe state regulations. 


SAID TO PAT REBATES. 


The charge has been made by the gov- 


ernor that the St. Paul and other rail- 
roads have been paying rebates to fav- 
ored shippers and thereby 
rendering 


themselves liable under the Elkins law 
and defrauding the state" out of large 
sums of money. Commissioner Thomas 
said yesterday 
that the 
investigation 


would be prosecuted against every rail- 
road having lines in Wisconsin, but that 
the Stj Paul work would be finished be- 
fore any other was taken up. The state 
of Wisconsin has made ample appropria- 
tion for the investigation, which Com- 
missioner Thomas said would be thor- 
ough. 


Under the laws of the state railroad 


companies are compelled to pay in taxes 
a sum equal to 4 per cent on their gross 
earnings and are also prohibited from 
discrimination and payment of rebates. 
The St. Paul officials are making no op- 
position to the investigation. That re- 
bates have been paid is emphatically de- 
nied. 


MAY WITHDRAW SAYINGS 


Labor Leader Says *300,OOO,OOO May b*

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—"Organized capi- 


tal, through its anti-boycott and employ-

day by Thomas I. Kidd, vice president 
of the American Federation of Labor,

ger to RUSPU^I autocracy than nnti- 
scmitism is to the Israelites of the pale/' 
declares Mr. Davitt in tl;e preface to his 
work. ''The danger," he continues, "was 
candidly avowed by all representative 
Russians from whom I solicited light and 
information." 


SEES FURTHER DISASTER. 


Mr. Davitt sees further catastrophe 


ahead because of 
unnatural economic 


and social conditions. ''The facts of the 
economic and social conditions within 
tho pale of settlement," ho writes, "are 
so objective that the warning they give 
of a coining catastrophe cannot be ig- 
nored. It would be like leaving an epi- 
demic of smallpox to cure itself by neg- 
lect. This condition of things is fully 
explained and expressed by the term un- 
natural.

is analogous to 
state 


what would result from a federal law 
compelling every European born artisan 
and laborer within the whole United 
States to reside inside of Pennsylvania 
nnd to bo forbidden to seek employment 
outside of the cities and towns of that 
state. The murderous competition for 
employment, the deadly rivalry for ex- 
istence, the bad blood between opposing 
races, the poverty and social wretched- 
ness which such a condition of things 
would create—apart from the operation 
of coercive laws—can readily be imagin- 
ed by the American reuilers.
